FOR ATHLETIC FACILITIES 


Voters living within the Hamlin 
School District will have an op­ 
portunity Saturday to decide if they 
want to continue with the im­ 
provements in the school’s athletic 
facilities. Voters will be voting 
Saturday on a $120,000 bond election 
to build a new all-weather track and 
to make more improvements to the 
football stadium. 
If the issue is approved by the 
voters, it will be a dream come true 
for the many sports fans who have 
wanted to build a track for the two- 
time State Champion Track Team. 
If passed, the issue would also 
provide new seating for the home 
stands and eliminate the splinters 
from the old wooden bleachers. 
As we said here a couple of weeks 
ago when the bond election was first 
called, this is not a “must” issue, but 
it is one that has merit. If you are a 
registered voter living within the 
district and want 
these 
new 
facilities, then you should vote 
“yes” Saturday, but if you think the 
project is not worth the five percent 
increase in taxes then vote “no .” 
The School Board is not trying to 
force the project or the resulting 
additional taxes on the taxpayers of 
the district. They simply responded 
to the wishes of many citizens when 
they voted to call the election. 
Personally, we hope the issue 
passes Saturday because we feel 
that it would be an asset to the 
community and well worth the small 
additional amount of taxes required 
to pay for it. If your school taxes 
were $100 this year it will cost you 
about $5.00 more to pay your share 
of the bonds. 
We support this issue because we 
believe that Hamlin needs to con­ 
tinue to have a strong track program 
for both the boys and the girls in 
junior high and in high school. And if 
we are going to have a good track 
program then we need to provide the 
facilities for it. We just don’t think it 
is right to depend on other school 
districts to provide us with track 
facilities. We also would like to see 
our kids perform at home once in 
awhile. 
We are sure that there are those 
who feel that athletics are being 
over emphasized in our schools 
today, but most educators will tell 
you that schools with good athletic 
programs are having less trouble 
with their students than those with 
poor programs. You don’t find many 
schools with good athletic programs 
having problems with student 
unrest, riots or other student related 
problems. Athletics seem to be a 
rallying point for not only students 
but for a whole community as well. 
But regardless of how you feel 
about the bond election, please vote 
Saturday. Let the issue be decided 
by the majority of the people as our 
system of government calls for.

Hamlin Gets Approval For Flood Insurance 


U. S. Rep. Omar Burleson 
announced last Wednesday 
the approval of subsidized 
flood insurance for the City of 
Hamlin by the Department of 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Development (HUD). 
The insurance became 
available starting Tuesday 
for all structures used for 
re s id e n tia l, 
b u sin e ss, 
religious and agricultural 
purposes, structures oc­ 
cupied 
by 
non-profit 
organizations and structures 
owned by state and local 
governments or agencies. 
Hamlin became qualified 
under this program when it 
agreed to adopt measures to 
minimize flood drain damage 


to future construction 
This means, said Federal 
Insurance 
Administrator 
George K. Bernstein, that 
individual property owners 
here are now eligible to buy 
flood insurance protection at 
affordable federally sub­ 
sidized rates, offering more 
extensive coverage under the 
e x p a n d e d 
p r o g r a m 
authorized by the 1973 Flood 
Disaster Protection Act. 
“We think the new, ex­ 
panded National Flood In­ 
surance Program offers a 
better way of protecting 
property owners from the 
ravages of floods, while 
easing the burden on the 
general public,” he said. 


“Since flood insurance is 
now available,” he added, 
“the law requires that it must 
be purchased by owners of 
property in areas identified 
as flood-prone by HUD, in 
order to be eligible for vir­ 
tually all forms of Federal or 
federally related financial 
assistance 
for 
building 
purposes in those areas 
“This would include FUA 
or VA mortgages, loans from 
the Small 
Business Ad­ 
ministration, or loans from 
any federally regulated or 
supervised banks and savings 
and loan institutions 
While flood insurance is 
available to all residents of 
the community, Mr 
Bern 


stein emphasized that the 
Federal economic sanctions 
against building assistance 
will not apply to property 
outside the danger zones. 


Under 
the 
expanded 
program broader coverage 
can be obtained for all 
buildings and their contents. 
The limit of insurance for 
single family homes is now 
$35,000. and $100,000 for other 
residential 
and 
non­ 
residential 
buildings, 
at 
the subsidized rate of 25 cents 
per $100of coverage. The rate 
goes to 40 cents per-$100 for 
non residential buildings 
The 
contents 
of 
all 
residential buildings can be 


insured up to $10,000 per unit 
at 
35 cents per $100 of 
coverage, and the rate goes to 
75 cents per $100 for the 
contents of all nonresidential 
structures up to a maximum 
of $100,000 in coverage per 
unit 
Policies 
are 
effective 
immediately during the first 
30 
days 
the 
insurance 
becomes available. After the 
first 30 days, there is a 15-day 
waiting period. 
Local insurance agencies 
may obtain policy and other 
information 
from 
the 
National 
Flood 
Insurers 
Assn offices at Home In­ 
surance Co., 2100 Travis St., 
Houston, Texas 77002.

It 
will be much harder to sell voluntary 
action this time.” 
Hopefully, for the sake of all of us, 
Ford’s program will work to curb 
inflation and solve our many other 
problems, but we fear that it is going 
to be hard to sell to the ^ general 
public. 
Neindo Philosopher Finds the Word 
Competition Has Changed Moaning 


Dear editor: 
I knew the times were out 
of joint but I didn’t know how 
far — even if a steer on the 
hoof does bring only 20 cents 
a pound at the ranch and $2 a 
pound three months later at 
the supermarket — until I 
read last night what’s hap­ 
pening in the newspaper 
business. 
According to it, one of 
Canada’s largest producers 
of newsprint, the paper you 
print The Herald on, has just 
raised its price $25 a ton, 
making it the fourth raise this 
year and bringing the price 
up to $260 a ton in carload 
lots. 
But what caused my mind 
to flip over backwards was 
the response of another paper 


company when it learned the 
Canadian firm had upped the 
price. "This is a highly 
competitive business,’’ it 
said, "and if one goes up in 
price and can make it stick, 
the other companies usually 
follow.” 
You can see how far behind 
the times I am. I didn’t know 
that competition now means 
you have to charge more than 
the next guy to keep him from 
getting all the business. This 
sounds like I’ve got it back­ 
wards but that’s exactly what 
the paper company said. To 
meet 
competition 
today 
you’ve got to raise your price 
every time somebody else 
does, particularly if he can 
make it stick. 
Ther’s the point. If he can 


make it stick. And with the 
psychology of inflation what 
it is, he probably can. Raise 
the price — who knows, the 
public may grumble but still 
go ahead and shell out. Let’s 
everybody get ahead while 
we can, then if a depression 
hits we’ll be in good shape. 
Sooner or later somebody’s 
going to have to throw a 
monkey wrench into this 
spiraling system, but the 
trouble is very few com­ 
panies are now making 
money wrenches and the few 
that are made are sky high 
and a man would have to 
think twice before throwing 
one.

Chief Wheat pointed 
out a number of areas that 
the public can be a valuable 
source of information. 
In making his plea for help 
from the community, Wheat 
pointed out that the most 
prevalent crimes in the area 
are had checks, use of stolen 
credit cards, shop lifting and

He said that the general 
public could be a valuable 
source of information to the 
police by watching out for 
strangers, by reporting any 
suspicious person or persons 
and by being observant

He urged those cashing

number. He also urged that 
the person taking the check 
or the credit card to observe 
the individual to the extent

For shop lifting offenses, he 
pointed out that for a case to 
hold up in court you should let 
the offender pass through the 
register and out the front 
door without interference. 
Again, he pointed out that a 
good description of the person 
is necessary and the m er­ 
chant 
should be able to 
identify the m erchandise 
taken. 
In reference to burglaries 
and thefts’ the chief said that 
law enforcem ent officers 
expect the victim to be able to 
identify the stolen property 
if a case is to be made. This 
can be done by numbers, 
marks or descriptions that 
will identify your property, 
he said. 


Chief Wheat also urged 
citizens not to invite the 
criminal by leaving doors and 
windows unlocked and do not 
leave property lying around 
to tempt a person into taking 
it.

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NEWS AND VIEWS. . . 
And What Have You

Don’t know how many more 
games like Friday night the fans or 
the coaches can stand. These last 
quarter heroics make for interesting 
games but it surely would be a lot 
simpler to score four times in less 
than seven minutes in the first 
quarter instead of waiting until the 
final period. 
But then we are sure that both the 
boys and the coaches would prefer 
this too and are not just waiting to 
make things exciting. 
Hope the rest of the fans enjoyed 
the new lights as much as we did 
Friday night. It surely is nice to not 
to have to look around the light posts 
anymore. And all that extra light 
surely makes it easier to pick up the 
yardlines on the ends of the field. 


Voters living within the Hamlin 
School District will have an op­ 
portunity Saturday to decide if they 
want to continue with the im­ 
provements in the school’s athletic 
facilities. Voters will be voting 
Saturday on a $120,000 bond election 
to build a new all-weather track and 
to make more improvements to the 
football stadium. 
If the issue is approved by the 
voters, it will be a dream come true 
for the many sports fans who have 
wanted to build a track for the two- 
time State Champion Track Team. 
If passed, the issue would also 
provide new seating for the home 
stands and eliminate the splinters 
from the old wooden bleachers. 
As we said here a couple of weeks 
ago when the bond election was first 
called, this is not a “must” issue, but 
it is one that has merit. If you are a 
registered voter living within the 
district 
and want 
these 
new 
facilities, then you should vote 
“yes” Saturday, but if you think the 
project is not worth the five percent 
increase in taxes then vote “no .” 
The School Board is not trying to 
force the project or the resulting 
additional taxes on the taxpayers of 
the district. They simply responded 
to the wishes of many citizens when 
they voted to call the election. 
Personally, we hope the issue 
passes Saturday because we feel 
that it would be an asset to the 
community and well worth the small 
additional amount of taxes required 
to pay for it. If your school taxes 
were $100 this year it will cost you 
about $5.00 more to pay your share 
of the bonds. 
We support this issue because we 
believe that Hamlin needs to con­ 
tinue to have a strong track program 
for both the boys and the girls in 
junior high and in high school. And if 
we are going to have a good track 
program then we need to provide the 
facilities for it. We just don’t think it 
is right to depend on other school 
districts to provide us with track 
facilities. We also would like to see 
our kids perform at home once in 
awhile. 
We are sure that there are those 
who feel that athletics are being 
over emphasized in our schools 
today, but most educators will tell 
you that schools with good athletic 
programs are having less trouble 
with their students than those with 
poor programs. You don’t find many 
schools with good athletic programs 
having problems with student 
unrest, riots or other student related 
problems. Athletics seem to be a 
rallying point for not only students 
but for a whole community as well. 
But regardless of how you feel 
about the bond election, please vote 
Saturday. Let the issue be decided 
by the majority of the people as our 
system of government calls for.

Hamlin Gets Approval For Flood Insurance 


U. S. Rep. Omar Burleson 
announced last Wednesday 
the approval of subsidized 
flood insurance for the City of 
Hamlin by the Department of 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Development (HUD). 
The insurance becam e 
available starting Tuesday 
for all structures used for 
r e s id e n tia l, 
b u s in e s s , 
religious and agricultural 
purposes, structures 
oc­ 
cupied 
by 
non-profit 
organizations and structures 
owned by state and local 
governments or agencies 
Hamlin became qualified 
under this program when it 
agreed to adopt measures to 
minimize flood drain damage 


to future construction 
This means, said Federal 
Insurance 
A dm inistrator 
George K 
Bernstein, that 
individual property owners 
here are now eligible to buy 
flood insurance protection at 
affordable federally sub­ 
sidized rates, offering more 
extensive coverage under the 
e x p a n d e d 
p r o g r a m 
authorized by the 1973 Flood 
Disaster Protection Act. 
“We think the new. ex­ 
panded National Flood In­ 
surance Program offers a 
better way of protecting 
property owners from the 
ravages of floods, while 
easing the burden on the 
general public,” he said 


“Since flood insurance is 
now' available,” he added, 
“the law requires that it must 
be purchased by owners of 
property in areas identified 
as flood-prone by HUD, in 
order to be eligible for vir­ 
tually all forms of Federal or 
federally 
related 
financial 
assistance 
for 
building 
purposes in those areas 
“This would include EHA 
or VA mortgages, loans from 
the Small 
Business 
Ad­ 
ministration, or loans from 
any federally regulated or 
supervised banks and savings 
and loan institutions 
While flood insurance is 
available to all residents of 
the community, Mr 
Bern­ 


stein emphasized that the 
Federal economic sanctions 
against building assistance 
will not apply to property 
outside the danger zones. 


Under 
the 
expanded 
program broader coverage 
can be obtained for all 
buildings and their contents. 
The limit of insurance for 
single family homes is now 
$35,000. and $100,000 for other 
residential 
and 
non­ 
residential 
buildings, 
at 
the subsidized rate of 25 cents 
per $100of coverage. The rate 
goes to 40 cents per $100 for 
non residential buildings. 
The 
contents 
of 
all 
residential buildings can be 


insured up to $10,(JOO per unit 
at 
35 cents per 
$100 of 
coverage, and the rate goes to 
75 cents per $100 for the 
contents of all nonresidential 
structures up to a maximum 
of $100,000 in coverage per 
unit

immediately during the first

days

After the 
first 30 days, there is a 15-day 
waiting period.

problem with inflation but we do 
have our doubts about the part 
dealing with the energy problem. 
The first 
problem 
facing 
his 
program to solve the energy shor­ 
tage is that it basically is a volun­ 
tary one and unfortunately, most 
Americans have not been convinced 
that we have an energy shortage. 
Unless the public is sold on the idea 
that we really do have a shortage of 
gasoline, oil, gas and other forms of 
energy they will not cut back on 
consumption except to the extent 
that high prices curtail their pur­ 
chasing power. 
Most Americans just simply don’t 
believe that there really is a shor­ 
tage. Most seem to think that it is 
just an excuse to raise prices. We 
ran across the following quote that 
just about sums up the thinking of 
most people that we have come in 
contact with: 
“ The voluntary program just 
won’t work at this time. Too many 
people 
feel 
they 
responded 
patriotically last year — and that 
the oil companies profited from it. . . 
that the crisis was a lot of hokum. It 
will be much harder to sell voluntary 
action this time.” 
Hopefully, for the sake of all of us, 
Ford’s program will work to curb 
inflation and solve our many other 
problems, but we fear that it is going 
to be hard to sell to the general 
public.

I knew the times were out 
of joint but I didn’t know how 
far — even if a steer on the 
hoof does bring only 20 cents 
a pound at the ranch and $2 a 
pound three months later at 
the supermarket — until I 
read last night what’s hap­ 
pening in the new spaper 
business. 
According to it, one of 
Canada’s largest producers 
of newsprint, the paper you 
print The Herald on, has just 
raised its price $25 a ton, 
making it the fourth raise this 
year and bringing the price 
up to $260 a ton in carload 
lots. 
But what caused my mind 
to flip over backwards was 
the response of another paper 


company when it learned the 
Canadian firm had upped the 
price. 
“This 
is 
a 
highly 
com petitive business,” it 
said, “and if one goes up in 
price and can make it stick, 
the other companies usually 
follow.” 
You can see how far behind 
the times I am. I didn’t know 
that competition now means 
you have to charge more than 
the next guy to keep him from 
getting all the business. This 
sounds like I’ve got it back- 
wards but that’s exactly what 
the paper company said. To 
meet 
com petition 
today 
you’ve got to raise your price 
every time somebody else 
does, particularly if he can 
make it stick. 
Ther’s the point If he can 


make it stick. And with the 
psychology of inflation what 
it is, he probably can Raise 
the price — who knows, the 
public may grumble but still 
go ahead and shell out. Let s 
everybody get ahead while 
we can, then if a depression 
hits we’ll be in good shape. 
Sooner or later somebody’s 
going to have to throw a 
monkey 
wrench 
into this 
spiraling system, 
but 
the 
trouble is very few com­ 
panies are now 
making 
money wrenches and the few 
that are made are sky high 
and a man would have to 
think twice before throwing 
one.

Trailing 12-0 early in the 
fourth quarter, the Pied 
Pipers exploded for a 26-12 
victory over the Winters 
Blizzards 
here 
Friday

Homecoming crowd. The 
Pipers scored four times in 
less than seven minutes and 
threatened two more times 
before the contest ended.
